John F. Wallace, chief engineer of the 
Isthmian canal commission, returned to Chi- 
-eago yesterday after spending the summer 
inspecting the work done and to be done 
‘before the two oceans are linked. 

He says that at present there are 1,500 men 
im the fleld at Panama. Of this number 500 

are in the sanitary department under Col. 
‘Gorgas, who is assisted by Maj. Ross, Col. 
‘Le Garde, and Maj. Carter, the last named 
being chief quarantine officer. There are six 


‘divisions of engineer corps at work, each | 


‘eorps in charge of a resident engineer, who 
‘reports to Mr. Wallace. 

The engineering and clerical departments 
‘gre almost entirely Americanized and nearly 
every erriving steamer brings fresh additions 


> from the United States. The majority of the 
' common laborers, as well as a few of the 


iskilled men, are English speaking negroes 


from Jamaica. 


Climate Fairly Healthful. : 
Mr. Wallace declares that the bad sanitary 
reputation Panama has had in the popular 
mind is due to the fact that until lately the 


“heterogeneous population has paid little at- 
- tention to the ordinary laws of health. Under 


such conditions it was but natural that those 
who drank hard, were not careful as to food, 
did not sterilize the water they drank, and 
otherwise disregarded hygienic 
should find the isthmus not a healthful coun- 
try. 

He says that most of the men who now hold 
responsible positions in connection with the 
canal work are sober, industrious, and ambi- 
‘tious, and that many of them are college 
graduates. They find conditions in Panama 


excélient and cases of sickness them 
“ are comparatively few. 


Mean Temperature 84. 


The mean temperature this summer was 
mite at Cumberland, Md., killing two 


84 degrees, and Mr. Wallace does not remem- 
ber that he ever passed a summer in the 
United States when the weather was pleas- 
anter than it was this summer in Panama. 

. The sanitary corps has paid special atten- 
tion to stamping out malaria and yellow 
fever. Of all the men at work on the canai 


this summer Mr. Wallace says that only two 


died of yellow fever and only one of those 
two, a man 60 5 was an employé | 
of the government. 

It has been learned that one kind of mos- 
quito, which bites only at night, carries the 
malarial fever infection, and that another 
kind, which bites only in the daytime, car- 


ries yellow fever infection. These mosqui- 


toes deposit their eggs in stagnant pools. 
By the thorough system of drainage now be- 
ing put into effect these places are being 
gradually cleared away. 


Some French Work to Be Utilized. 
Mr. Wallace says that of the work done 


dy the French company in building the canal 


before the United States bought it perhaps 
10maybe cent can be used! It all 
depends on the plan finally decided on for 
the completion of the canal. Whether the 
canal is to be at sea level or thirty, sixty, or 
ninety feet above sea level will not be deter- 
mined until the surveys of the engineers 
now in the field have been completed. The 
work of experiment done by the French 
company, Mr. Wallace says, will be of great 
value to the United States, as it will make 
unnecesssary much preliminary work that 
Would have been unavoidable otherwie. 
Some of the machinery turned over to the 
Vnited States by the French company is still 
M@seful, but much new machinery must be 
bought, as a great deal of that in use by 
the Frenchmen is new either worn out or an- 
Uquated as compared with modern methods.

Dr. Funk sent the card to his brother and 


asked him to investigate. 


Spirits Supplied for Cash. 

In the article the report of B. F. Funk is 
given in his own words: 

The card was received as an open sesame. 
I found the proprietor a youngish, gentle- 
manly sort of fellow, apparently refined and 
educated. In reply to my question whether 
he sold outfits for mediums he said: ‘ Every- 
thing, to those well known. Sometimes I 
sell things that interest mediums—and other 
people. After a moment’s silence he con- 
tinued: ‘What do you wish?

F. M. Pease Makes a Record Trip 
trom Philadelphia. 
ON A BIG BUSINESS DEAL. 


Prompt Arrival Results in Closing 
$250,000 Transaction. 


* 


Buy a record breaking run from Philadelphia 
to Chicago, F. M. Pease, who “ deals in cars 
and locomotives,” yesterday saved a business 
transaction said to involve $250,000. What 

it was no one knows except the man and his 
attorney and the three other Chicago persons 
principally interested in it—John W. Gates, 
Charles W. Gates, and John M. Drake. 

The Pénsylvania railroad special, which 
carried Pease, his wife, and little daughter, 
also. brought the quarter of a million dollars 
in cash néeded to complete the transaction. 

The train covered the 822 miles between 
the two cities in sixteen hours and fifty-seven 
minutes. The best previous record was 
eighteen hours and thirty minutes, made 
by the same railroad a year ago. The trip 
cost Pease $1,782. 

Prompt Arrival Is Imperative.“ 

Pease had missed the Chicago limited on 
Thursday, and it was imperative that he 
should reach Chicago before 10 ‘clock yester- 
day afternoon. He started from Philadel- 
phia at 4:08 in the afternoon and reached here 
at 9:05 yesterday morning. That gave him 
four hours to spare. The first thing he did 
was to give the railroad company 4 check 
for $1,782. 

“TI consider it a cheap trip.“ was his com- 
ment. 

A cab took Mr. Pease to his office in the 
Railroad Exchange building. Then he called 
up Attorney Moritz Rosenthal by telephone. 


Transaction a Secret. 

Neither Pease nor Rosenthal would give 
the details of the deal which brought the 
former to Chicago in such haste, and no in- 
formation wes forthcoming from the Gateses 
or John A. Drake. It is understood that it 
had something to do with the organization 
of a corporation. The Pressed Steel Car 
company, with a capital of $25,000,000, was 
memtioned in connection with the record 
breaking trip. Mr. Pease and Mr. Rosenthal 
were busy with the transaction—whatever it 
was—all day. 

Pease said that he and his family enjoyed 
the trip. There was no discomfort aside from 
a nervous desire at times to try to count 
télegraph poles and the clicks marking rail 
joints. 

I tried several times te time the train,” 
ald Pease; but gave it up. The crew said 
we made more than a mile a mifuté at nu- 
merous points along the line.“ 


Has Precedence on the Tracks. 

The special train, which was made up in 
Philadelphia thirty-eight minutes after Mr. 
Pease gave the order, consisted of a sleeper, 
buffet car, and locomotive. Instructions 
were given to every division superintendent 
thirty minutes in advance to have the tracks 
cleared for the special, which had precedence 
over everything else on wheels. At each of 
the six division points engines and crews | 
were changed.

FLEET ON NEW RAID.

RUSSIANS RBPULSE ATTACK. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 23.—An official 
@ispatch from Harbin states that on Wednes- 
day two Japanese divisions with a strong 
force of artillery attacked the Russian left 
flank on the banks of the Hun river. Gen. 
Bildering repulsed the attack after three 
hours’ fighting. The enemy's loss was over 
700. The Russians lost 86 killed and 270 
wounded. The Russian forces maintained 
their advanced positiona on the chain of 
hills before the Hun river ten miles southeast 
of Mukden. 


JAPS RESUME OFFENSIVE. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 23.—Gen. Kouro- 
patkin telegraphs that the Japanese have 
assumed the offensive from Bentsiaputze, on 
Fu pass, which is on the road between Muk- 
den and Fushun, about twelve miles from 
Mukden. 

A brief telegram from Liett. Gen. Sakha- 
roff announces the advance of the Japanese 
from Bentsiaputze on the village near Fu 
pass, east of Mukden. 

No mention is made of resistance to the ad- 
vance, but it is not believed this indicates 
‘that the Russians do not intend to further 
oppose the march of the Japanese on Muk- 
den. 

It probably signifies that the Japanese 
‘force is using the small road to Fu pass, be- 
tween the highways leading to Mukden and 
Fushun, with the intention of isolating the 
Russian columns guarding Fushun. 

The Japanese are still trying to turn Gen. 
Kouropatkin’s left flank, but there is no in- 
dication of their moving west of the Hun 
river.

A dispatch from Mukden gives details of 
the Japanese positions as follows: Gen. 
Kuroki has concentrated one army with 
Bentsiaputge and Benstpu as its radius and 
his advance is pushing forward along the 
road leading to Fushun and Fu pass. 

The advance forces of two other armies 
occupy the Yentai mines, the village of 
Yentai, and Sandenu. The front of these 
three armies is protected by an outpost 
screen; which Chinese are not allowed to 
pass. 

A small Japanese detachment is moving 
along the left bank of the Liao river in order 
to protect junks. 

The same dispatch reports that Chinese

LINES OF JAP ADVANCE. 

MUEDEN, Sept. 23.—The Russians are us- 
ing war balloons southeast of Mukden for 
the purpose of observing the movements of 
the Japanese in that direction. The line of 
Outposts established by the Japanese is so 
effective that not even the Chinese have been 
able to penetrate it. It is impossible, there- 
fore, to say definitely how Marquis Oyama 
has disposed his forces. 
It is believed Gen. Kuroki's army stretches 
from Bensthu to Bentsiaputze, and the ar- 
mies of Gens. Oku and Nodzu from Yentai 
long the high road and railroad to Shahepu, 
sixteen miles south of Mukden, while a 
fourth army is moving from Dziantchan 
across the Da mountains. All these roads 
converge at Mukden. 

Of the four armies, those of Oku and Nodzu 
are nearest Mukden, and their progress will 
have to be slackened in order to permit Ku- 
roki and the flanking columns time to come 
up. Meanwhile Oku and Nodzu have com- 
mand of the refiroad. Supplies of grain and 
ammunition are carried from Yentai over 
heavy roads, exposed to capture by enter- 
prising Cossack raiders. : 

There has been an improvement in the 
weather at Mukden, which is of great help to 
the Japanese. 


JAPS REPORT ATTACKS. | 

TOKIO, Sept. 23, 1 p. m.—An official tele- 
gram reports that fights have taken place 
at the towns of Tieling and Sanlungku, sixty 
miles northeast of Liaoyang, on Sept. 20. 
The dispatch says: 

„Our detachment advanced through Hein- 
fuchuang on Sept. 20 and attacked the en- 
emy, consisting of one company of infantry, 
some cavalry, and a machine gun, stationed 
at Tieling, and a battalion of infantry, 500 
eavaelry, six quick firing and one machine 
gun, stationed at Sanlungku, which kes 
eight miles north of Tieling. 

“ The Russians, who were driven off tothe 
northward, left nineteen dead behind them. 
We captured some spoils. Our losses were 
light.“ 


RESERVES TRY TO EVADE WAR. 


Many Men Called to the Colors in the 
Odessa District Refuse to Join 
Their Regiments. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. °23.—The dis- 
turbances which occurred at Odessa last 
week are now said not to have been anti- 
Jewish but anti-military, and to have been 
caused by reserve men who, it is alleged, 
refused to go to the far east. A detachment 
of regular troops sent to suppress the dis- 
turbances is said to have refused to obey 
orders. 

On the other hand, officials declare that the 
Mobilization at Odessa has been successful, 
except, as regards the Jewish reserve mén, 
50 per cent of whom have eluded the call to 
the colors. 

The total number of reserve men called out 
in the city district is 17,000, of which 4,000 
Jews and only 800 Christians did not respond. 

The mobilization fed to slight rioting at 
Ekaterinosiav. About 125 drunken reserve 
men wrecked a few wineshops and two pri- 
vate residences. The rioters were arrested 
without effusion of blood.

Ready to Sail on Sunday. 

The orders were so imperative that the 
ships will leave Cronstadt on Sunday, while 
the Izumarun is being pushed forward and 
will leave on Thursday next. 

As showing how urgent the departure of 
the fleet is considered every available me- 
chanic at Cronstadt has been called upon for 
extra time and work. The Neva yard also 
has been heavily drawn upon for assistance, 
and every man is called upon to work at high

$7.50 per ton, plus 3 per cent upon the ship’s 
departure, and another $3.75 on arrival at 
Viadivostok. The firms generally are fight- 
ing shy, but a few ships have been dis- 
patched, Hongkong being the ostensible des- 
tination.

NEW MINISTER LIBERAL, 


VON PLEHVE’S SUCCESSOR SPEAKS 
, FAIR FOR RUSSIA. 


Czar’s Subjects Need Local Self-Gov- 
ernment Rather than a Constitution 
and Participation in National At- 
fairs—Deeply Interested in the Jews 
and Believes Their Condition Will 
Be Improved—Imperial Ukase Pre- 
sages Larger Measure of Liberty. 


VILNA. Russia, Sept. 23.—The unveiling of | 
the monument to Catherine the Great today 
in the square facing the governor's palace 
was the occasion of the last public appear- 
ance here of Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky, the 
new minister of the interior, to succeed the 
murdered Von Plehve. He was received 
everywhere with the utmost enthusiasm by 
Jews and Christians alike. 

It ie confidently expected here that im- 
portant concessions to the Jews will be an- 
nounced shortly. 


Submits to an Interview. 


In hie palace today, after the ceremony of 
dedicating the monument to Catherine the 
Great, Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky granted an 
interview to a newspaper correspondent. The 
prince said he had not underestimated the 
grave responsibilities and great difficulty 
that confronted him upon assuming the port- 
folio of the interior. The situation, he said, 
was a particularly trying one and worthy of 
the best endeavors of an abler man than he. 

It would be incorrect to announce,” the 
prince said, “ that I have a definite program 
as yet. I have some welldefined ideas, all of 
which have the same objective—namely: the 


welfare of the people. I count myself fortu-; 


nate to have served as governor of three 
provinces. This has given me an intimate 
acquaintance with the people and their needs 
and conditions, and I trust the experience 
may prove of great value in exchanging a 
post as executor for one as a formulator of

realize fully how many and how com- 
plex are the problems of internal admin- 
istration. These problems cannot be aca- 
demically or instantaneously solved. Their 
magniture is hardly grasped abroad. Ultra- 
radicalism, as well as ultraconserva 
should be avoided. 

„We must discharge our duty to the pres- 
ent and leave our work a heritage to pos- 
terity, which must look after the future. 
What the situation of the Russian empire 
a century hence will be who can tell? Abroad 
people speak of a new constitution for Rus- 
sia. Such a thing is impossible under pres- 
ent conditions, but there is such a thing 
as local self-government. 


Jewish questfon. 

“There are other internal problems of 
great importance, and, above all, the Jewish 
question, in which I am deeply interested. 
For Jews of the higher and better classes 
we have done much. The emperor's recent 
ukase extended the privileges of residence 
and occupation. But it is the condition of 
the poorer classes which is most pressing. 
They are restricted to residence in towns 


and cities, and within the pale, where they | 


live as best they can. I desire earnestly to 
give them larger opportunities for life and 


Extols Emperor’s Ukase. 

“Generally speaking, without going fur- 
ther into detail, I may say the emperor's 
manifesto of 1908 represents the platform 
upon which I enter upon the ministry of the 
interior. It is a lofty, noble conception of 
liberty. Conscience and decentralization are 
its basic principles. If interpreted in a lib- 
eral spirit we should have tranquillity, prog- 
ress, and development in the interior of 
Russia.

EDINBURG—Before the Institute of International 
Law, Sir Thomas Barclay referred at length to 
a treaty of arbitration between Great Britain 
and America. He said the peace of the world 
now dependéd upon the power of neutrals, and 
instanced the fact that the United States in the 
Venezuelan affair sent Great Britain, Germany, 
and Italy to The Hague in order to settle their 
claims. 

MANILA—While a number of four inch shells and 
a quantity of small ammunition surrendered by 
the Spaniards in 1898 was being loaded in a 
lighter preperatory to being dumped into the 
bay, there was an explosion that kilfed two men 
and mangled seven. The victims were all Fili- 
pinos. 

BRUSSELS— Princess Stephanie, after visiting her 
sister, Princess Louise of Coburg at Paris, tele- 
graphed to Prince Philip of Coburg denying that 
Louise is mad and declaring her intention to do 
her utmost to rehabilitate the reputation of her 
sister.

REIGN OF TERROR. 

John Temple Graves ot Atlanta De- 
ares That the White Men of the 
Seuth Will Protect Their Women, 
and That Neither Law, Nor Public 
Opinion, Nor Armed Force, Nor Fed- 
eral Courts Will Prevent Them— 
Four Pennsylvania Girls Attacked. 


Atlanta, Ga., Sept. 23.~[Special.]—In a 
leading editorial in this afternoon's News 
John Temple Graves advocates lynching and 
also a revival of kukluxism in order to ter- 
rorize negroes. Mr. Graves says in part: 
“The white men of this southern country 
will protect their women from the unspeak- 
able lust of unspeakable brutes, and neither 
law, nor statutes, nor public opinion, nor 
armed forces, nor federal courts, nor any oth- 
er courts, will prevent the stern expression 


this most infernal of all human crimes. 

There is no need to try to scare the peo- 
ple of this southern country with the threat 
of the federal court. If the federal court in- 
vades the state’s authority and takes charge 
of these cases there yet remain the memory 
and the renaissance of the Kuklux klan, 
which was, perhaps, after all, the most ef- 
fective agency that this southern country 
has ever known against the crime and law- 
lessness that followed a period of war. 

“Even this may not entirely accomplish 
its work of reform, but it will, if anything 
will or if anything can, and this apyeal to 
the superstitious terrors of the criminal 
classes must not be left untried.”

ENDS LIFE ON ANNIVERSARY 
OF THE MURDER OF HIS WIFE. 


John Spilka Found Dead in Room at 
704 May Street with Rope Twisted 
‘ Around His Neck. 


One year from the date on which his wife 
was murdered by Louis Pesant, John Spilka, 
the husband of the woman, committed sul- 
cide. Neighbors say he had declared he 
would not live more than a year after his 
wife. His body was found yesterday after- 
noon in a room at 704 May street by Lieut. 
Ptacek, who had secured the confession of 
the slayer and collected the evidence which 
resulted in a hanging. 

For a time it was believed Spilka had been 
the vietim of another mysterious murder, as 
a rope with which he had been strangled 
was found twisted in several coils about his 
meck and by ome end to a bed pom. 
Closer invéstigation showed that the man 
had adopted a peculiar method of ending his 
life, strangling himself by the weight of his 
bedy after the rope had been attached to 
the bed. He probably had been dead five 
days. 


Suicide Recalls Murder of Woman. 

Mrs. Spilka was murdered on Sept. 18, 
1908. She was an industrious and thrifty 
woman, who was known by her neighbors to 
have saved money. Like many of the resi- 
dents of the district she placed no trust in 
‘banks or other institutions and carried 
around her savings. 

Louls Pesant, who resided tn the rear of 
the Spilkas’ dwelling at 358 West Eighteenth 
street, learned of the habits of the woman 
and planned to secure the money. Returning 
from work in the afternoon he encountered 
Mrs. Spilka in a hallway and struck her on 
the head with a large stone, which he had 
carried from the street, 

The children of the woman, who were only 
a few feet away, did not hear the struggle, 
and the body was not discovered for many 
hours. After several arrests had been made 
suspicion was directed to Pesant and he was 
closely questioned by Lieut. Ptacek. The 
man finally confessed and $300 stolen was 
recovered. 

Begins Drinking After Tragedy. 

After the murder the four children of the 
viotim went to reside with a relative in Ok- 
lahoma. The husband remained in Chicago, 
but began drinking heavily and spent all his 
savings. His habits caused the loss of his 
position and during many weeks he had been 
dependent upon the charity of former friends. 
He was 55 years old. 


Woman Drinks Carbolic Acid. 

Walking into her husband’s saloon at 470 
Clybourn avenue at 11:30 p. m., Mrs. Rose 
Schutshuber drank carbolic acid. She was 
taken to the German hospital, where it was 
said she would die. Mrs. Schutzhuber had 
left her husband and lived at 215 Randolph 
street.

Haglish poets, who for years and years, and 
almost for centuries and centuries, rhymed 
Cadiz with “ladies.” They had annexed 
Cadiz and had Anglicizedit. Their descend- 
ants have hauled down the flag. Cadiz 
again belongs to the foreigner. It is called 
“Cahdeeth.” Fortunately we do not yet 
say: Charge, Miinchen, charge, with all 
thy chivalry.” 

We do, however; say Don Kehbéte.” And 
we shall probably go on to saying that a 
project is kehotic.” 

Which leads to this general rule for cul- 
ture: “Take all foreign words that have 
been Anglicized and translate them back 
into their original languages.“ Versailles, 
for instance, became so completely Angli- 
cized that in the mouth of the most fastidi- 
ous English scholar it.rhymed with pails. 
To acquire culture, make it rhyme with pie. 

Then, some day, the exquisitely cultured 
man will come who will remember that 
York is simply an Anglicized corruption of 
the name which the Romans gave the town, 
and who will, therefore, talk of taking the 
train for New Eboracum.

BOW TO AVOID PNEUMONIA. 

A sudden and startling increase both in 
this city and in New York of deaths from 
pneumonia and the appropriation in the lat- 
ter city of $10,000 for the study of the dis- 
ease draw attention to the approach of the 
season when pneumonia. is most prevalent. 
For the week ending the 17th inst. the 
number of deaths in Chicago from“ the new 
captain of the men of death was 80 per 
cent greater than for the corresponding 
week a year ago. 

Pneumonia is the despair of the medical 
‘profession. While the death rate from 
many other diseases has been reduced, that 
of pneumonia has steadily increased. While 

in 1860 pneumonia claimed four out of every 
10,008 Chicagoans and consumption twenty- 
five, in 1900 twenty lives were lost to pnen- 
monia for every fifteen to consumption. 

Not only is there no specific for pneu- 
monia, but many people are to an extent in 
the incipient stages of the disease without 
knowing it. This is due to the fact that 
the bacterium of pneumonia exists so com- 
monly in the saliva of many healthy persons 
that it is considered almost a normal in- 
habitant of the upper part of the digestive 
tract.” 

Daring the six months of the coming 
winter more than 2,100 persons in this city 
will become victims of pneumonia. Nobody 
Will be immune from the summons of the 
death captain. It will be served upon the 
strong as well as upon the weak. 

But there are certain rules of living which 
will reduee one’s liability to the disease. 
From the bulletins of the health depart- 
ment and from other authoritative sources 
the following rules may be set down for 
‘observance: 


Do not overheat the house. Most people | 


habitually dwell in apartments the tempera- 
ture of which is from 3 to 10 degrees too 
high. 
Wear light underwear and heavy over- 
coats rather than heavy underwear and light 
ts. 
Aveid mingling with crowds when ex- 
tremely tired or when food has not been 


‘taken for a longer interval than usual. 


Avoid becoming chilled when overtired. 
Admit into all rooms where you live and 
work plenty of sunlight and fresh air. 
Keep warm when indoors even if it is 
necessary to build fires in seasons when it 
is unusual to do so. Avoid indoor chill and 
dampness as much as possible: For this 
- Penson be careful-to remove the chill before

moving into apartments freshly papered or 
calcimined. 

Be careful during variable weather. 
Where there is continual cold or constant 
warmth the disease is little known. 

If vou have an attack of the grippe be 
unusually careful about your diet and about 
exposing yourself to the weather. Neglected 
colds develop into pneumonia with startling 
rapidity.

AMERICAN DIPLOMACY. 
A London paper speaks in the warmest 
terms of Secretary Hay's note to the Rus- 
sian government regarding contraband of 
war. It says the note— 28 


Is a remarkable specimen of that directness 
which habitually characterizes the government at 
Washington in dealing with other governments 
and that capacity ‘for plain speaking—however 
disconcerting it may be to the traditional habits 
of diplomacy—one which might be cultivated to 
advantage by Downing street, for it rarely fails 
to produce effects which do not always result 
from suaviter in modo. 


English papers did not always talk thus. 
When Richard Olney was wrifing to Lord 
Salisbury on the subject of Venezuela, and 
displaying a fine talent for plain speaking, 
there was a shriek of dismay over what was 
called“ the shirt sleeves diplomacy “ of the 
United States. Certainly, there was not 
much of the “ suaviter in modo in Mr. Ol 
ney's famous dispatch, which convinced 
Lord Salisbury that it would be wiser to ar- 
bitrate the Venezuelan question. 
Foreign diplomatists often have ‘been 
shocked by the plain language of American 
secretaries of state. When Mr. Webster 
wrote that “ the possessions of the house of 
Hapsburg are but a patch on the earth’s 
surface” as compared with those of the 
United States, the Austrian. govern t 
thought that he was sadly undiplomatſe. 

But he stated the truth, and theAim of 
American’ diplomacy has always been to 
state the truth, civilly, but plainly, so that 
the exact position of the United States 
might be understood. As a consequence for- 
eign governments do not distrust American 
notes. They do not seek for hidden mean- 
ings in them or assume they are written to 
darken counsel. Hence it is that American 
diplomacy as illustrated in Secretary Hay's 
Chinese notes has been so effective. 

Directness, plain speaking, and honesty 
are the characteristics of the state depart- 
ment under Secretary Hay, as they were in 
the days of Adams, Clay, Webster, Marcy, 
and Seward.

ORD HALSBURY has just entered 
, upon his elghtieth year with an indig- 
nant denial that he has no intention 
of resigning the office of lord, high 
chancellor of the realm on the score 
of olé age and infirmity. He is one of the 
oddest looking little men that have ever oc- 
cupied the woolsack, being indeed of such 


stunted stature that when he sits on the, 


woolsack to preside over the deliberations 
of the house of lords his feet do not touch 
the floor, and his short legs dangle uncom- 
fortably under his black silk gon when 
sleep overtakes him, as it sometimes does. 
For the atmosphere of the upper house of 
the English legisiature ig conducive to som- 
nolence. Lord Halsbury, whose quaintness 
of appearance is still further increased by 
an entire absence of eyelashes, and an up- 
tilted nose, is thoroughly aware of his lack 
of majesty, and has occasionally been known 


to express the opinion that he would have. 


been far better fitted, at any rate from the 
physical point of view, to take the place of a 
puisne (pronounced puny) judge on the bench 
than as lord high chancellor. 


Lord Halsbury does not e of the 
American principle of Aw compels 
counsel to convince themselves of the justice 
of the cause which they defend, except when 
their client happens to be charged with a 
public offense—that is to say, a crime. In 
Washington and in certain states in this 
country, I understand that lawyers on being 
admitted to practice swear to the following 
I will counsel and maintain such 
action, proceedings, and defenges only as ap- 
pear to me legal and just, except the defense 
of a person charged with a public offense,” 
this principle being based on that of the old 
Roman law which Quintilian expressed when 
he wrote The advocate will not undertake 


the defense of every one, nor will he throw |. 


open the harbor of his eloquence as a port 
of refuge to pirates.“ 

Lord Halsbury declares that this conten- 
tion is ridiculous, and that if an advocate 
were to reject a client because his story 
seemed improbable he would be usurping the 
office of the judge. Indeed, Lord Halsbury 
holds that this principle is Mable to lead to 
gross injustice, since, if it becomes known 
that counsel has declined to defend a case on 
the ground that he did not believe the appli- 
cant for his services to be in the right, he 
would prejudice the would-be client’s case to 
an extent proportionate to his own rank and 
reputation at the bar. 


. 
Lord Halsbury does an amazing amount of |. 


work for a man of his advanced years. For 
when he takes his seat on the woolsack to 
preside over the deliberations of the house of 
lords every day when parliament is in ses- 
sion, shortly after 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon, he has already been sitting all day long 
ever since 10 o'clock in the morning as pre- 
mier judge in cases of appeal. No matter 


how long he may be detained in the house of 


lords, and sometimes it is until midnight, he 
is always in his place as the first judge of the 
land at 10 o’clock in the morning. 

By one of those strange anomalies that are 
so frequent in England he receives several 
thousand pounds a year less remuneration 
from the national treasury than either of his 
subordinates, the attorney general or the 
solicitor general. Still, at the same time, 
he is well paid, for he gets $50,000 a year— 
namely: $80,000 a year as judge of the Court 


of Appeals and $20,000 as speaker of the 


house of lords. 

He was one of the late Lord Salisbury's 
oldest friends, and worked for the press with 
hinr when neither had either fame or money. 
He may be said to have won his chief laurels 
as counsel for the part which he took in the 
famous Tichborne claimant case, and by his 
defense of Gov. Eyre of Jamaica, and he has 
had his life attempted. For one day at the 
Old Bailey court a madman shot at him 
point blank with a revolver, fortunately do- 
ing no harm. 


— 

Lord Kitchener has allowed it to become 
known that he does not approve of amateur 
acting on the part of military men, taking 
the ground that their mind and energy could 
be better employed in connection with their 
profession than by posturing before the 
footlights. The consequence is that his- 
trionic talent is no longer a road to military 
promotion and to comfortable anfi lucrative 
berths the staff, as was the case until 
he assumed command in chief of the British 
military forces, white and native, in India. 
Formerly, to be a successful actor counted 
for much at Simla, at Calcutta, at Bombay, 
and at Madras for a military man. But 
things nowadays are different. Military men 
who can act steadily refuse to do so, and it 
has become a sort of unwritten law in India 
that no officer should imperil his reputation 
and his prospeggs by appearing on the ama- 
teur stage.

being cabled to this country to the effect-| 


that Lord Dundonald is about to return to 
Canada, not in an official capacity, but as a 
private personage, with the object of taki 
part in the political life of the dominion. 

the first place, he cannot be negarded as a 
private individual, being both a peer of the 
realm and a general of the English army, 
and secondly, he has just left England for 
Ceylon, in order to take the place of Sir 
Henry Blake as governor and commander-in- 
chief, for several months to come. 

It seems that Sir Henry’s health compels 
him to return home—indeed, it is doubtful 
whether he will return to the east, although 
he has only been a short time in Ceylon as 
governor. But it is felt that in times such as 
these, with the possibility of the present con- 
flict in the far east developing into a Euro- 
pean war, and with awkward questions liable 
to occur in connection with the observance 
of neutrality towards the belligerents, it is 
necessary to have a soldier who has shown 
himself resourceful and capable at Ceylon, 
which is perhaps the most important point in 
the line of communication between Europe 
and the seat of war. Instead I imagine that 
the earl will remain in control as governor 
of Ceylon until peace has been restored, and 
it is a curious fact that the appointment 
should have been made so quietly, and that 
Lord Dundonald should have sailed for Cey- 
lon without attracting any attention, save on 
the part of his friends. ?

avowed object the development of the island 
of Madeira as a great health resort. 7

LAWSON ON ADDICKS. 


“Frenzied Finance View of 
the Delaware Gas Man. 


No epithet milder than “ financial guer- 
rilla is employed by Thomas W. Lawson 
in his attack on J. Edward O'Sullivan Ad- 
dicks— Gas Addicks of Delaware—in the 
October installment of his articles on 
“ Frenzied Finance in Everybody's Maga- 
zine: * 

The denunciation is not completed in the 
chapter, although the writer secured three 
pages in the advertising section of the maga- 
zine in order to get increased space for the 
expression of his opinions. 

.Mr. Lawson begins his account of the busi- 
ness and political operations of Addicks at 


the time when the latter made his first ten 
strike in Water gas. This is his introduc- 
tion: 


“This financial guerrilla ’’—referring to 
Addicks in the role of opponent to H. H. Rog- 
ers of the Standard Oil company—” was J. 
Edward O'Sullivan Addicks, votary of rotten 
finance, perpetual candidate for the United 
States senate. wholesale debaucher of Amer- 
ican citizenship, and all around corrupter of 
men, a corporation political trickster, who 
has done more to hold up American laws, 
American elective franchises, and American 
corporations to the scorn of the civilized 
world than any other man of this or any 
previous age.“ 


After relating the start of Addicks as a 
Philadelphia flour merchant, he continues: 

Some one (in 1882) invented water gas 
and ‘let in’ Addicks on the invention; and 
the Philadelphia branch of theStandard Oil, 
represented by Widener, Elkins, and Dolan, 
‘trustified’ the gas companies in Chicago, 
which enabled Addicks to ‘hold up the 
‘trustification’ until Dolan and his asso- 
ciates paid him the sum of $300,000 for the 
instrument with which he had done the hold- 
ing up, $10,000 worth of stock in one of the 
necessary Chicago companies. 

— 

The next step in the Addicks career was 
a descent upon Boston with the avowed in- 
tention—which he carried to a conclusion 
successful in the estimate of Mr. Lawson 
to the sum of $7,000,000—of acquiring and 
consolidating the Boston gas companies. Be- 
fore narrating the incidents of that invasion 
Mr. Lawson returns to the depiction of his 
view of the personality of Addicks. He says: 

Here we have a man without a hegrt, 
without a soul, and, I believe, absolutely 
without conscience—the kind of a man who 
even his associates feel is likely to bring in 
after their deaths queer bills against their 
estates as an offset for what he owes them; 
the type of man whose promise is just as good 
as his bond, and whose bond is so near his 
promise as to make it absolutely immateria! 
to him which you take. He is rathe curi- 
ous piece of mechanism than a hu being. 
‘ I should, perhaps, remark that J. Ed- 
ward O’Sullivan Addicks has never smoked, 
nor used a swear word, nor taken liquor in 
any form.“ 4 


An alleged instance of ballot box stuffing 
in Delaware is discussed, but the business 
author reserves the lArgest part of his am- 
munition of adjectives for his account of the 
way Addicks maneuvered in Boston gas. 

Incidentallly, he describes Boston as the 
city of innocents. To this town of cred- 
ulous capitalists came the fisherman with 
baited hook in the person of Addicks. 

“The campaign of arrangements for the 
‘lighting’ of Addicks in Boston,” in the 
words of Mr. Lawson, was more elaborate, 
more astute and expensive than was ever 


organized for the exploitation of a prima 


donna. So, when the great man arrived 
a group of important people were congre- 
ted. 

60 Addicks ran the gantlet of the critical 
glances of as critical a group as you'll find 
on earth, and the word went round—no one 
could remember afterward who started it— 
‘Typical southern gentleman! Breeding 
sticking out everywhere!’ 


“So well had the astute advance agent 
done his work that a little dinner was ar- 
ranged on the spot, and Addicks made such 
rapid progrese with thése reserved and con- 
servative Bostonians that, by the time coffee 
was served, the conversation had got to the 
stage where it came natural for him to send 
the waiter tg the coatroom for his bunch of 
gas papers. 
“The emissary brings the 
reoat with which cks always envel- 
— himself in chilly weather. Addicks 
gearched the pockets, and, apparently to his 
surprise, discovered that they did not con- 
tain fhe required documents, but where they 
should have been he found a small bale of 
$1,000 government bonds, that one of the 
party said afterward contained at beast 100 
certificates. ‘How careless of my secre- 


tary,’ said Addicks, nonchalantly replacing 
‘the pdtket in the pocket and motioning the 


waiter to take the garment back to the coat- 
room. 


“ after dinner, Addicks at once ‘ got down 
to business’: Gentlemen, my project is as 
simple as it is feasible and conservative, for 
I will touch nothing but conservative enter- 
prises. Gentlemen, you have three great 
gas companies supplying this great city with 
light, the Boston, Roxbury, and South Bos- 
ton. They are worth at the present time 
about $5,000,000. I am going to buy them 
and spend three or four millions more for a 
new company, and then consolidate them 


all and turn them from coal into water gas 


companies, selling gas to your people at less 
than they now pay, and thus make a lot ot 
money for you and for myself. Whatdo you 
say?’ 

„Just what is your idea, Mr. addicks, of 
how this gigantic piece of business could be 
Gone?’ one asked. 

“*Simple, simple '—the great Col. Sellers 
of eye water fame never looked more cool 
and unconcerned— simple, stmpje; you name 
your price, I pay it, and the thing is done.. 

And on that basis it was done. And Ad- 
dicks," says Lawson, to use his own 
language ‘ cleaned up around $7,000,000,’ and 
turned his peculiar genius to other cities.”

Great Soldiers of Modern Times. 


——HELMUTH KARL BERNHARD VON MOLTKE 


The first necessity for a state in order to exist is 
to secure itself externally. Minor ones can do this 
dy neutrality or by International guarantees; a 
great power must rely upon itself and on its 
strength, being armed and determined to defend its 
liberty and its right. To leave a country defense - 
less would be the greatest crime a government 
could commit.—Moltke in 172 in a speech in the 
German reichstag. : 


HE revolution which converted the gen- 
ot an army from a soldier whe 
ught with his hands into one who 
only directed the operation of other 
soldiers took place but gradually. Na- 
poleon led a charge at the bridge of Lodi. 
Lee was often in the thick of the hottest 
fighting. Grant usually staid in his tent and 
thence issued his orders, but he led at least 
one charge, in which he had a horse shot 
under him. The incarnation of the modern 
art of war appeared at last in Moltke, a pale 
soldier of books and maps, who, far removed 
from the smoke, turmoil, and carnage of 
battle, sat taciturn and impassable at the 
end of a, telegraph wire, while with the 
mathematical precision of a skillful chess 
player, he directed the conquering move- 
ments of a million men. The stories of 
Sadowa and of Sedan leave no doubt as to the 
rightful place among great commanders of 
this old hero, Who Kept silent in seven lan- 
guages.” 


Helmuth Carl Bernhard, count von Moltge, 
was a native of Mecklenburg. The future 
conqueror of France had his first experience 
with the French in 1806, when Napoleon's 
marauding soldiery sacked his father's house 
at Lubeck. Moltke was taught the rudiments 
of the military profession in a cadet school 
at Copenhagen. Despite the fact he had to 
pursue his studies in a foreign language, the 
young German passed his officers’. éxamina- 
tion in 1818, at the head of his class. After 
a, year in the Danish service as lieutenant in 
an Oldenburg regiment Moltke entered the 
Prussian service in 1822 as a second lieu- 
tenant. With such ability and assiduity did he 
study the theory and practice of the military 
art that in 1832 he was assigned to duty on 
the general staff. The years 1835 to 1830 
Moltke spent in Turkey heiping the sultan 
reorganize his arm » 

On returning to Berlin Moltke was reas- 
signed to duty on the general staff. As aid de 
camp to Prince Henry and to Prince Fred- 
erick William he visited various European 
courts. His letters of travel and his writings 
on military topics won him a high reputation 
as a literary man and an authority 
on military subjects. He rose steadily 
in the army until in 1856 he was made 
Although one of the 
youngest general officers in the service, 
he was “appointed in 1857 provisional, 
and in 1859, permanent chief of the general 
staff. When Wilhelm L became king in 1861 
he resolved upon such reorganization and 
augmentation of the army as would restore 
Prussia to the position she had occupied as 
a military power under Frederick the Great. 
The heaviest part of the burden of this task 
fell upon the chief of staff. With what speed, 
thoroughness, and perfection it was per- 
formed was shown by the results of the wars 
with Denmark, with Austria, and with 
France, all of which took place within the 
next ten years, : 


— 

Austria and Prussia made war jointiy 
upon Denmark in 1864 to wrest from her 
the duchies of Schleswig. Holstein, and 
Lauenburg. The striking feature of the 
campaign was the wonderful rapidity with 
which the Prussian, army was mobilized. 
The Danes, after a short but heroic stand, 
were forced to succumb. 

The allies immediately began to quarrel 
between themselves over the possession of 
the duchies, and in 1866 Prussia found her- 
self at war. Austria and most of the confed- 
erated German states being arrayed against 
her. It was necessary that Prussia should 
strike quickly, and she did. Austria had in 
the north an army of 271,000 men, including 
that of Saxony. The Prussian force consist- 
ed of three armies—one of 93,000 men under 
Prince Frederick Charles, one of 115,000 men 
under the crown prince, and one of 46,000 
men under Gen. Herwarth—in all, 254,000 
men. There was, besides, a reserve force of 
24.300 men at Berlin. Orders were issued in 
May to put the Prussian army on a war foot- 
ing. By the middle of June all the Prussian 
armies were marching across Bohemla. 
Various minor engagements, some of them 
bloody and desperate, took place, but the 
Prussians steadily advanced, concentrating

Ti, 
Prussians lost 859 officers and 8,974 ties 
The Austrians lost 19,500 men as pre 
and 24,400 men in killed and wounded. Tyg 
practically ended the war. By the treaty 
signed Aug. 23 Austria gave up all claim 
Holstein and Schleswig. consented to 4 new 
formation in Germany, and agreed to @ wap 
indemnity of 40,000,000 thalers, of which Hi. 
00,000 were remitted to Austria on aceon 
of the duchies.

Various cirdimstances made it evident that 
a war with France would ly follow. 
Moltke began in 1867 to make preparation 
for the struggle and completed them inti 
early part of 1869. The anticipated war was 
declared on July 15, 1870. Ou July 80 every 
detail in the mobilization of 518,800 Prussias 
and North German soldiers, divided ints 
three armies, had been completed in aceon. 
ance with the plans that Moltke had mapped 
out more than a year before. ‘The French 
had with difficulty collected 270,000 men at 
the end of August. The Prussians,swifily 
advanced toward France as they had befers 
advanced into Bohemia. Everywhere ths 
French were driven back. Marshal Bazains 
with 170,000 men, was defeated with gress 
slaughter at Gravelotte on July 18 and e 
pelled to retreat behind the fortifications of 
Metz, where he capitulated after a three 
months’ siege. The Emperor Napoleon IL 
and 83,000 men were surrounded at Sedan 
and captured. In January, 1871, Paris was 
taken after one of the notable sieges of his- 
tory. Forces were organized in every part 
of France to expel the invader, but by March 
1, 1871, 1,000,000 German soldiers were quar- 
tered on French soil and 250,000 more wen 
in readiness to move to the front. The rais- 
ing and movements of all these myriads of 
men were directed by the single genius of 
Moltke. March 1 the preliminaries of pen 
were signed at Bordeaux. Franee ceded to 
the new German empire Alsace and Lorraine 
and paid a war indemnity of 5000 00000 
francs. During this war of nine months 
the army created by Moltke had taken 400,- 
000 prisoners, disarmed 150,000 men in Paris, 


driven 100,000 men into Switzerland, ane 


captured twenty-two fortresses; 1.835 fleld 
guns, 5,373 fortress guns, and 600,000 rifles. 

För his services in the Franco-Prussian 
war Moltke was made a field marshal, a 
count, and a life member of the Reichsrath. 
He remained at the head of the German army 
until 1888. He died in 1891 at the greatage 
of 91 years. He was past 70 when he fought - 
the Franco-Prussian war.

If a man listening to a Japanese band dur- 
ing a big celebration were asked what he 
considered to be the national afr of Japan, 
five to one he would say Marching Through 
Georgia. You hear it everywhere. Every 
band gives it a front seat in its répertoire, 
and no high class, bona fide demonstration 
is complete without it.

NEWS NOTES FROM NEW YORK. 


New York, Sept. 23.—(Special.]—In the re- 
port prepared by the Canadian Fire Under- 
writers’ association for the Montreal board 
| of trade the following observation is made: 


The efficiency of the fire protection of a city 
cannot be giuged by the amount expended thereon 
for one or two years, particularly when the re- 
quirements of a growing city like Montreal have 
to be met, with due consideration to be given to 
the additional expenditure incurred in. any one 
year ig order to remedy the defects arising out of 
insufficient appropriations and expenditure in 
previous years, An increase in the number of 
firemen has been required, and notwithstanding 
the noted additions to the force the number still 
falls considerably short of requirements. The 
number per capita to the population is much less 
than the average of the cities of the United States 
while owing to the climatic and other conditions 
more are required. 0 

“It is not desired to enter upon criticisms 
as to the personnel of the department, but it 
is questioned whether the brigade is to be 
congratulated on the handling of some of the 
larger fires which occurred during the current 
year. The station on Yovuville square when com- 
pleted, equipped, and occupied will supply a long 
needed improvement. The proposed erection of a 
amall station in the vicinity of Mill street, if car- 
ried out, will remedy to some extent the isolation 
of this district from the department when both 
canal bridges are open for the passage of shipping. 
A new and fully equipped station is much needed 
to replace the present No. Sat St. Catherine street, 
near Bleury. 

“The province fire insurance companies are to 
provide indemnity against damage by or directly 
resulting from fires in return for pfemiums based 
upon past experience in conjunction with the pro- 
tection afforded, the furnishing of which or pay- 
ment or cost of which is not a part of their duty: 
such pertains entirely to assured individually or 
collectively as represented by the city authorities 
or the salvage corps, which is a most necessary 
part of the city’s fire protection equipment, and its 
effective in service and an important factor in 
determining the rate of insurance. 

— 


It may, however, be remarked that the infer- 
» ence from thé mayor’s remark that the companies 
do not contribute towards the maintenance of the 
salvage corps of this city is incorrect. As apart 
from the companies paying the usual scivic taxes 


and assessments they contribute in a special tax- 


ation some $12,000 per annum, in. determinatlon of 
which‘special tax it was understood that 50 per 
cent thereof was for the maintenance of a sal- 
vage corps. 
e comment on “ defective bollers reviews 
the incidents that have led up to the purchase uf 
three new ones, and adds with an “if’’: he 
mayor, while attempting to deprecate the report 
as ‘somewhat alarmist’ is unable ¢o controvert 
the facts as stated by the city’s responsible ex- 
pert officials. If new boilers are secured for this 
winter undoubtedly it will be due to the publica- 
tion of the superintendent’s report. 
Long comments are adduced on a proposed new 
pump and water supply, ending with a comparison 
between the fire brigades of Montreal and Buffalo.

council the great importance of improving the city’s

The report coneludes: Apart from the existing 
conditions in this city, rendering it unduly pos- 
sible for companies to be called upon to pay enor- 
mous sums in conflagration losses, and justifying 
the increased rates, the result to business, partio- 
ulariy in the congested district, affords a good and 
sufficient reason for the same. The computation 
has been made from the statements of premiums 
and losses for ten. and one-half years ending June 
30, 1904, furnished by twenty-one companies. 
Owlng to retirements and ‘changes in the manage 
mem and agencies, etc., more could thot conven- 
lently be obtained, but as these twenty-one com- 
panies transact nearly three-fourths of the total 
business of all the companies in Montreal, the re- 
sult fairly may be taken as that of the whole. 
These twenty-one companies have, during the 
period named, paid out for losses in the congested 
@istrict $1.22% for every dollar of premium re- 
etived, or a. total sum nearly $000,000 over the 
premiums, and this exclusive of the expenses in- 
curred in conducting their business. Applying the 
same rate to all companies the excess of losses 
over premium receipts ts $1,140,000, or a dead loss 
of over/$100,000 per annum, to whith, of course, 
muste added the annual expenses of the busi- 
ness

board of casualty companies will hold an informal 
meeting in the offices of the United States Casualty 
company on Tuesday next, and nearly ail the prom- 
inent companies have signified their sympathy 
with the movement.

The scheme has 
for its objects the promotion of harmony and the 
correction of practices and principles of under- 
writing, the adoption of uniform and correct 
policy forms and clauses, and the active suppres- 
sion of fraud casualty claims.

At 
St. Louis cash was up 3%c, No. 3 red selling 
at $1.16, and $1.20 asked for No. 2 red. Kan- 
sas City was up ic on milling grades, No. 2 
hard selling from $1.02@1,05%. Minneapolis 
reported mills buying spot and to arrive, with 
prices up 2%c, and Duluth gained Me. Balti- 
more reported sales of 40,000 bu to go to 
country millers, and St. Louis flour sales of 
4,000 bbis to Pittsburg. 

A Minneapolis message to Pringle-Fiteh- 
Rankin claimed that 200,000 bu No. 1 north- 
ern was being loaded out for Duluth and that 
500.000 bu more would go there as soon as 
delivered. This, with the fact that Duluth 
ash prices have gone up faster than at 
Minneapolis, the price being $1.19 at Duluth,. 
agairist $1.16% at Minneapolis, and the fact 
that Duluth stocks increased 900,000 bu, com- 
pared with a decrease of 75,000 bu at Min- 
neapolis, served as a basis for claims by 
local bills that the northwest receipts show 
some duplication, wheat being first shipped 
to Minneapolis and then to Duluth. 

. H. Thornton says in fhe Duluth Com- 
merelal- Record: The three northwestern 
states have raised 150,000,000 bu of wheat, a 
shortage of 30,000,000 to 85,000,000 bu, com- 
pared with the crop of 1903 in milling value. 
Exhgustive mill teste have demonstrated 
that 5 to 5% bu of the average mixture are 
required to make a barrel of flour, making 
the milling value short of any like quantity 
ever raised in this country.“ Using the esti- 
mate of this authority of the distribution of 
wheat in the northwest in 1908, 178,000,000 
bu, the crop this year is 22,000,000 bu less and 
the quality equals only 143,000,000 to 145,000, - 
000 bu of milling value, or about the require- 
ments of millers. 

Toledo receivers-followed the lead of Chi- 
cago receivers in declaring their independ- 
ence of grain dealers’ associations. The di- 
rectors of the Toledo produce exchange in- 
dorsed the following resolution: That 
members hereafter refrain from trading with 
or recognizing coop shovelers,’ and it is

BUSINESS DEVELOPMENTS OF THE 
WEEK ARE ENCOURAGING. 


Wholesale and Retail Dealings for Fall 
and Winter Continue Satistactory— 
Big Market for Cereals—Mantfac- 
turing Difficulties Caused by Labor 
Troubles Are Disappearing—Bread- 
tutte Exhibit Firmer Tone — Grain 
Shipments Show Big Increase. 


The weekly review of trade in the Chicago 
district published by R. G. Dun & Co., the 
mercantile agency, is as follows: 

Business developments have been of an en- 
couraging nature. A few industries are yet 
in a waiting attitude, but aside from these 
there appears more distinct activity in manu- 
facturing and distribution. Wholesale deal- 


inis reached a satisfactory aggregate in fall 


and winter merchandise, retail sales reflect 
improved consumption, and there is enlarg- 


ing demand at better prices for furnace prod- | Akron 


net. Marketing of cereals aggregates un- 
usually high and indicates the extent to 
which growers are securing the benefit of 
prevailing profitable returns. Other classes 
of freight, especially general merchandise, 
show an advanced movement and railroad 
tonnage includes a wider variety of commodi- 
ties, 


Interior Buying Well Sustained. 

Current buying for interior requirements 
is well sustained in the staples. Orders ob- 
tained come from many different sections 
throughout the west and southwest,and the 
gulf trade exhibits gain. C tions have 
formed a slight percentage as compared 
with a year ago. Dry goods, headwear, 
woolens, and footwear were freely taken, 
and clothing, men’s furnishings, and cotton 
goods experienced a streygthened demand, 
bookings making a normal gain over a year 
ago. Conditions show steadiness in gro- 
ceries, drugs, and paints. The jobbing in- 
terests maintained firm price lists, and mer- 
cantile collections generally showed well, 
failures being fewer in number. 


Labor Troubles Disappearing. 

Hindrances in factory work due to labor 
disputes are gradually disappearing and 
more production is accomplished, employers 
readily finding hands when necessary to 
further operations. New business of fair. 
volume is seen in machinery, electric sup- 
plies and furniture, and output in these 
branches soon will be increased. The de- 
mand continued of good volume for heavy 
and light hardware and wire product. 

Other metal lines report miore inquiry from 
large consumers and the pig tron market 
has assumed decided improvement, much 
new business being placed for deferred de- 
livery. Increased new building adds to need 
for all kinds of structural material. Lum- 
ber receipts have not maintained the recov- 
ery recently noted, and available supplies 
bring good prices, notwithstanding hard- 
woods are in lessened use among manufac- 
zurers. 

Breadstuffs in Good Demand. 

Breadstuffs exhibit a more assuring tone 
and market operations denote stronger do- 
mestic demand, particularly for wheat and 
flour. Production of the latter ts less cur- 
tailed, millers being influenced by low stocks 
on hand and reviving export inquiry. Grain 
shipments, 5,206,690 bu, are 10.1 per cent 
over those a year ago and thus far the heavi- 
est this year. Compared with the closings 
last week wheat advanced %c per bu, but 
oats declined 1½e and corn c.

‘TRADE EXPANSION STEADY. 
Weekly Reviews of Dun and Bradstreet 


Show General Improvement in 
Nearly All Lines of Business. 


New York, Sept. 23.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 


‘ weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 


Trade expands steadily as confidence in- 
creases with the harvesting of the crops, and 
mercantile collections are less tardily met. 
Lower temperature stimulates the demand 
for fall and winter wearing apparel, and 
there is more disposition to prepare for the 
future rather. than to confine operations 
within the limit of immediate requirements. 
This improvement is extending to all depart- 
ments of manufacture, and in the aggregate 
there is less idle machinery than at any re- 
cent date. 

Railway earnings for September were 5.7 
per cent larger than a year ago, and foreign 
commerce at this port for the last week shows 
a gain of $2,945,687 in exports, as compared 
with 1903, eithough imports decreased 
$713,670. 

Moderate gains continue to be made by the 

textile industries, particularly as to wool- 

ens and worsteds. Staple lines are quoted 
higher, and prompt deliveries are urged by 
purchasers. 

Firmness continues in packer hides, indie- 
pendent tanners making Mbera) purchases. 
Large sales of branded and Colorado hides 
are recorded, and there is the usual conces- 
sion. on hides taken off during the strike by 
inexperienced men. 

Boot and shoe jobbers are seeking to place 
supplementary orders for fall shoes, etipu- 
lating quick delivery, which indieates that 
their holdings are small.

Dundee, III., Institution Brings Unique 
Action Against W. W. Tracy & Co,, 
Brokerage Firm, for Restitution of 
$41,400 Said to Have Been Misap- 
propriated and Lost in Specalation 
by Francis B. Wright, Former Cach- 
ler, Now in Penitenttary. 


A suit to recover $41,400 from the brokerage 
firm of W. W. Tracy & Co., said to have been 
lost by Francis B. Wright, now a prisoner at 
Joliet, formerly cashier of the Dundee (III.) 
National bank, was flled yesterday after- 
noon. It fs alleged in the bill that the bro- 
kers could have known “ by the exercise of 
common prudence ’’ that E. Linn, the name 
used by Wright in all his transactions with 


‘the firm, was the bank’s cashier. 


The bank is back of the egal action. It 
was stated that Delos Dunton, president of 
the Dundee bank, would soon start a suit (o 
recover $124,200 from the Tracy firm, basing 
the action on a provision of the criminal law 
which entities any one to sue for three times 
the amount lost in a gambling transaction. 


Serious Charges Against Firm. 

The bill which has been filed states that 
during 1902 and 1903 Tracy & Co. were en- 
gaged in dealing in stocks and bonds on mar- 
gins, with the purpose and intention of set- 
tung upon the differences in the market 
price of the commodities. 

A long list of the stock transactions said 
to have been carried on by Wright or Linn 
with Tracy & Co. follows, and the bill ends 
by charging that “ Tracy & Co. knew, or by

ier,” and that “ Tracy & Co. induced Wright

Two ha red chemists of Europe, mem- 
bers of the Society of Chemical Industry of 


JAIL HOSPITAL ILLEC ILLEGAL 
FOR PRISONERS OF POLICE. 


Judge Tuthill Rules That None Can Be 
Held in It Without a Regular Mitti- 


mus and Releases a Woman Prisoner. 


The placing of wounded prisoners in the 
county jai hospital without amy mittimus or 
other proper authorization was declared f- 
legal by Judge Tuthill yesterday. The court 
released Mra. Josephine Johnson on habeas 
corpus proceedings. 

Mrs. Johnson was arrested recently in a 
State street store charged with taking goods 
from a counter. Overcome with mortifica- 
tion, she leaped through an open window to 
the street and wes painfully but not danger- 
ously injured. She was taken to the jail hos- 
pital, ae has been the custom in al) such 
cases. 

Judge Tuthill, in deciding the case, ruled 
that all prisoners in the custody of the police, 
whose cases have not reached the jurisdic- 


tion of the Criminal court, must be cared for 


at the county hospital when in nee@of treat- 
ment. He decided that the county jail is 
designated by law for certain purposes, 
that nobody can be held in that institution 
without dué process of law. 

For years the jail hospital has ‘been almost 
indispensable to the police department. Its 
value has been recognized by the vity offi- 
ciale and for eight years the city has paid 
Dr. Emil Broecken, who has had charge of 
the hospital. Dr. Broecken was also worn 
in as a policeman, and in that capacity was 
responstibie for the patients in his charge. 
The legality of taking prisoners to the jal) 
hospital has never before been questioned.
